extremes of temperature for the rais- 
ing of fruits. He showed with how lit- 
tle trouble^ grapes of many varieties 
could be raised and so ot many other 
fruits. 

He adviseii the farmers not lay out 
their gardens in little narrow squares, 
as was necessary In city gardens ow- 
ing to lack of space but to take six or 
eight acres that there would be 
plenty of room between the rows to 
cultivate with horse. He said the 
rows should be perfectly straight not 
only tor beauty but because 'they 
could be closer worked with the mod- 
ern apiHtratus used In gardening. 

Prof. Qonnert ot Centre College, 
Danville spoke of the Importance of 
Education and ibe Ohurota to the pros- 
perity and true cttlsenshtp of the 
country. 

He traced very eloquently the down- 
fall of nations that did not educate 
and train their citizens in religion. He 
said that Arizona, his own state, of 
about the size of Kentucky and ver\ 
like it In t(>iK!i;ia|)hy had three tini'.':* 
tlie a.ssesscd value of property with- 
in it. This thongh it is a nuich younr.- 
er state. He attributed it to the great- 
er attention paid to education. He 
gave a striking Illustration of the 
value of the public school system. He 
said he knew that the young Germans 
of Wiaconsin were patriotic. They 
had volunteered eaally and Wlsvon- 
son troops had distinguished them- 
selves in some ot the war drives. Their 
parents sympatbised with Germany, 
but the young people educated in our 
public school had been trained to love 
America, and were loyal Americans. 

Mr. Gilbert, Superintendent of the 
Public Schools of Kentucky, made an 
earnest entertaining talk on the value 
of the rural schools and urged that 
farmers take more interest in them 
for the sake of their children and the 
value of their property. He ridiculed, 
in a good natured way, the moving of 
farmers to town to educate their chti 
dren, after letting their farms run 
down, when the same money put into 
their homa'aobool would enable them 
to keep their own comfortable homes 
and get really a batter education for 
their oblldran In mind and body. 

The programa for today are also 
very promlaing. Dr. I. N. Witten- 
berg, the first full time Health Officer 
in the state ot Kentucky, and a mem 
ber of the State Board of Health, will 
speak on the subject "Health Is 
Wealtli" this afternoon and Miss Dora 
Sonnenday, Home Economics Expert 
will speak on "Home Making". Prof. 
W. a. Anderson, of Kentucky Unlver 
Bity will speak on "Better Stock by 
Better Breeding." The chaulauq\ia 
will be brought to a close this even 
ing by an address on "Rural Relief 
Work" by Dr. 8. E. Brewster, of the 
American Red Cross, who has seen 
much servioo in Buropa and wito baa 
had ymh ot eiperianee in 
work. •

Tbo aotion ot the County Comrals- 
aionera on Tnasday in making Ifaaon 
county a haalth unit la tar raaohtng in 
that it reliavoa the olty ot a Health 
Board and the employment of a Health 
Offloar. 

For some time the city officials have 
had considerable trouble in getting a 
Health Board that will serve and tlie 
action of the Commissioners makes it 
unnecessary for the election or ap- 
pointment of such a board and also 
makes it unnecessary for the City 
Council to employ a City Health Of- 
ficer, who in the past has been paid a 
salary of $60 per year. 

Under the action of the Commission- 
ers the County Board of Health will 
have juriadiotion over the entire coun- 
ty, the City of MaysviUe Included, and 
the County Health Officer will have 
lurladlctlon In the city under this au- 
thority from the county. 

This plan was advised by the State 
and Federal Health authorities and 
will meet the approval of the city of- 
ficials as well as the county. For sev- 
eral months the City of Maysvliie ha? 
had no Board of Health but In the fu- 
ture the Counly Health Department 
will act in the city as well as in the 
country districts of the county.

WHEATTOBEMAOEAT 
SAnROArSMEETING 

Oonnty Apont Has Made Thorough In- 
t esilgatlon on Price ot Wheat For 
This Seetlott ud Beport Is Ex- 
peeled on Next Saturday. 

There will no doubt be a very In- 
teresting nioptlng of the Mason County 
Board of Agriculture at the office of 
County Agent George Kirk In the 
Clianiber of Commerce building on 
next Saturday wlilch will be open to 
tlie public and It Is expected that be- 
cause of the investigation on the price 
of wheat and grain for this section 
which has been conducted through the 
County Agent's offiee for the paat 
month that there will be a good at- 
tendance. The meeting will be open 
to the public. 

It will be remembered that some 
several weeks ago there were so many 
different prices being offered for grain 
by different dealers In this county that 
the County Agent was asked to learn 
lust what the equitable and Just price 
was for Mason county grain and an in 
vestigatlon to learn was started. 

It Is understood, that .Mr. Kirk, the 
County Agent, has made a very care 
fnl investigation and has Information 
from the Grain Commission at Wash 
ingfon which will fix the Just and fair 
price for wheat and other grains which 
the farmers of Mason county should 
obtain and it is more than likely that 
this information will be given the pub- 
lic In Mr. Kirk's report to the Board 
of Agriculture on the reaulU ot lila 
investlgationa. This will probably at 
tract many of the meeting.

LAWS A0AXN8T FOOD PROnTmUOrG 



Now that food price investigations are getting under way al- 
most everjrwhere, it is interesting to know that ample laws are on the 
statute books to send the gruilty parties to prison for the term of one 

0 

year, besides assessing a heavy fine. 

Enforcement of the Valentine anti-trust law in Ohio would have 
punished eveiy one dgreeing to limit production, increase price or 
prevent competition by a iiiio i)t' $5,00(1 arid a year in prison. 

The act of the legislature giving powers to the Bureau of Mar. 
kets and Marketing, provides that the duties of the bureau shall be : 

"To investigate the cost of production and marketing in all its 
phases. 

"To gather and disseminate information concerning supply, de- 
mand, prevailing prices and commercial movements, including com- 
mon and cold storage of food products and maintain market news 
service for the purpose of dis:s<'minating such information. 

"To make rules fo rthe handling of foods. 

"To investigate the practice and methods and any specific trans- 
action of commission merchants and others who receive, solicit, buy, 
handle on commission, or otherwise, food products. 

"To act on behalf of the consumer in conserving ani' protecting 
their interests in every practicable way against excessive prices. 

"To take such means and use such powers, relative to shipment, 
transportation and storage of food stuffs of any kind, as may be 
necessary and as it may deem advisable or desirable in jiase of emer^ 
ency creating o rthreatening to create a scarcity of food within the 
state."

Wuhmgton, Attiust 1S<— Traoing 
the hiitory of America from the time 
of the first settlement at Jameatowii In 

1619 through .'iOO years of growtA to 
the present day, the Republican Pub- 
licity Aflsooliitlon. throuKh Its Presi- 
dent, Hon Jon.ntlinn Hourne. Jr , to- 
day gave out tlic fdUowIng statement 
showing tlip continuous development 
of Constitutional government In this 
country. The statement contrasts tlio 
record of three centuries wlili ilio 
complete reversal of national policy 
that now oonfronts the country. 

"On July 30th, 1619, exactly three 
hundred years ago, the flrat legisla- 
tive assembly In the New World was 
organised. The scene was Jamestown, 
and the event was the first meeting of 
the House of Burgesses of Virginia. 
Thereafter popular government 
spread throughout the colonies as they 
were formed by Immigrants from the 
Old World Intent upon escaping from 
the Old World intent upon escaping 
from the opprrasions of Europe. In 
1C20 the Mnytlnwcr compact was 
drawn up as tlu> KovcrninR pact for 
the Plymouth colony in M:\HsaciuinPllH 
In 1638 Connecticut adopted the first 
constitution, wlilcli bears a striking 
simillarlty in fundamentals to our own 
Constitution. In 1643 the first effort 
to form a union was successfully 
made. Four colonies, then operating 
under separate charter governments, 
combined Into the so-called 'Union of, 
the Kew England Colonies.' In 1764 
Benjamin Franklin proposed what 
was known as the Albany plan for n 
union of the thirteen American col- 
onies, but It was rejected by Bnglcnd 
because It was too democratic, iinil 
by the colonies themselves on the 
ground that It was to aristocratic. In 
177G tlic idea of indcpcMiiciii t;ovc n- 
ment was cnibodicd by TlioinaH .IcfliM - 
aon in the Declaration of Imlcpc iil- 
ence The year 17M witiiosscil ilic

Prom that day lo this it has remaliii ii 
the fundamental law of the land. »ilb 
amendments from time to time to ni ^ci 
conditions as they changed. Under its 
provisions the United States has 
grown from a nation of 3,000,000 soils 
to a world power with 110,000,000 p !o- 
ple and double the wealth of any oth- 
er country on earth. 

"That has been the history of Air.t^r 
loan expansion and national devel ip- 
ment through a period of 300 years. It 
is a record the equal of which can mt 
be found elsewhere in the entire st >r.\ 
of human progress. From the v tv 
beslnning the men who directed the 
affairs of America were imbued wit i ii 
fundamental Inspiration, tluit of li- 
vorce from the institutions of the .Hil 
World, from the oppressions of wl ■ li 
they had emigrated acro-is tlie oc. in 
From the earliest times the teiidi ey 
has been to make more secure our ii- 
dependence from the influence of >ld 
World autocracies, and enduriiily 
cement the Institutions that have mi le 
our national prosperity possible. 

"But now what a change ; An Am •- 
loan President, elected to perpetuate 
the very principles that have been r.ar 
guide from the beginning, advocatos 
the abandonment of the objects Ut 
which we have striven for 300 yet-s. 
and the immediate return to the ve.'y 
conditions the colonists sought to es- 
cape. He would have us subjugate "le 
American Republic to the dlctatlor of 
a world cotincil. composed of six > . i- 
plres and kingdoms and three rei 'ili- 
IlcB, In which the I'liileil Slates «. 'lid 
have one vote and foreitn nali k 
eight.

Red Cross motor service which "car- 
ried on" In England during the war 
will not hear the order to demobilize. 
The Dritish Red Cross has a plan 
whereby the entire country will be di- 
vided Into sections with no place more 
than 16 miles from a motor ambulance, 
nve hundred of the ambulances so 
familiar 4o any of the Americans who 
were in Boulogne durlag the war are 
now being housed in stations through- 
out the Jttngdom. 

Control of the system will be under 
a commissioner and central office 
which will guarantee the. efflciency of 
the car and service 

Ambulances which are tmj u:ii-lorn 
or not ailapted for lliis pliiise iif peace 
work are lieiiig added to tlie enormous 
number of cars and motorcycles, now 
being sold or scrapped. 

This Is Just one Instance of how tlie 
Red Cross is adpating Its service to 
the peace time needs of the world. 

In a recent letter to D. C. Dougherty, 
Acting Manager of the organisation in 
Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky, F. C. 
Monroe, Qeneral Manager at National 
Headquarters, Washington, D. C, 
writes of the future of the Red Cross 
chapters saying:

Chautauqua, located In Its home 
town In the republic to the South of us, 
for many years has been recognlted 
as the greatest Summer School In the 
world, and while thousands attended 
each year, yet tu the great mass of 
pco{)le it was out of the question to 
enjoy Its advantages.

The detaohment of the 88rd ileld ar- 
tillery regiment, of Camp Knox, whioh 
has bean aneaaiped In Lsalngtoa and 
at Blue Grass Park the laat two weaks, 
will leave Blua Grass Park some time 
Wednesday.
